For the next three months we 
shall study together lessons cen­ 
tered around the growth of Jesus 
and the growth of His followers 
down through the ages. This will 
include those of us who share the 
experiences of a Christian faith 
and those of us who seek that 
same Christian faith.

Growth” in our life it is only right

For the next three months we 
shall study together lessons cen­ 
tered around the growth of Jesus 
and the growth of His followers 
down through the ages. This will 
include those of us who share the 
experiences of a Christian faith 
and those of us who seek that 
same Christian faith.

approach 
‘ Christian 
Growth” in our life it is only right 
that we should 
see 
how 
Jesus 
“grew in wisdom and stature and 
in favor with God." With this in

Lewis Sherrill in his book 
’The 
Struggle of The Soul” refers to 
the growing of Jesus and to its 
relationship with childhood growth 
as a drama that unfolds before 
our very eyes. The dram a, says 
Sherill has “ three long acts.” The 
first is one of infancy, the second 
is early childhood and the third is 
a later childhood These three acts 
.span a time period of about ll 
.years. This would bring Jesus to 
the temple at Jerusalem where we 
first see Him becoming more than 
just an or dirt ary “ country boy.” 
So it is that we see with excit­ 
ed vision of seeking Christians. 
hints in the Gosj>els of the Naza­ 
reth home and the 'ort of educa­ 
tion He must have received. 
lf we visit Nazareth, we can 
'till see the well where Mary drew 
water. From the hill-tops about 
Nazareth we can capture the great­ 
ness of Galilee and beyond it the 
great hills on which the eyes of 
Jesus must have gazed 
An attent* of one of the great 
t: ade routes of that area ran across 
those ti 11 iii and Jesus could not 
ha\e helped but view the peoples 
that tredged that joule.

These books were led of course

Heaven and earth together.” 
Yes, Jesus grew spiritually as 
well as 
physically 
during 
His 
youth and early 
childhood 
In­ 
fluences of the home were predo­ 
minant to His life. just as the hap*, 
penings outside the home created 
a growing passion to be of ser­ 
vice to the Kingdom of His heaven­ 
ly Father. 
One of the great blessings of 
Christianity is that God has allow­ 
ed us to piece together the happen­ 
ings of His Kingdom with the aid 
of servants who penned the Old 
and New Testaments. This we qo 
as we search the scant evidence 
and comment' of Jesus' childhood. 
It was there as with an; child. 
Yet. it was greater than any child 
for it was an experience of growth 
j without sin. 
We can say with great joy, “ Un­ 
to us a Child was born.” Rightly
